MICHIGAN’S APPEAL 


Te the People of America for Food and Clothing. 

DETROIT, September 16.—Governor Hoyt has issued 
a proclamation to the people of the United States 
appealing for aid for the Michigan sufferers from 
forest fires. He says the destruction of property 
will be greatin the four counties affected, and in 
some whole townships complete, and that 200 lives 


have been lost by burning and suffocating, while 
many have become helpless through injuries’ and 
exposure, and some are blind. The number of men, 
women and children left without shelter 
is estimated at 15,000. The benevolence of the cit- 
izens of the state has responded promptly to the 
first necessities of these afflicted people, but ample 
time has elapsed and sufficient details have been 
received to make it evident that a wider appeal is 
needed. The destitution prevailing in the suffer- 
ing counties is Sepesrae. Entire neigh- 
borhoods are involved in the common 
calamity and cannot help each other.

THE WHEREABOUTS OF MR. C. D. 
PHILLIPS. 


The Other Side of the Terrible Tragedy Presented--- 
General Philllps Gives the Result of His Inves- 
tigation into the Matter.--The Statement of 
Dr. Hawkins, the Attending Physician. 


When the public ascertained yesterday morning 
that THE CONSTITUTION contained the full particu- 
lars of John Mathews, the convict’s, death from a 
reliable source there was such a run made upon the 
office thatin a short time the entire issue was ex- 
hausted. Throughout the entire day the tragic 
death was the theme of general conversation. 

During the day a CONSTITUTION reporter ascer- 
tained that General Phillips, the manager of the 
convict camp on the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad, was in town, and.with a view to obtaining 
his version of the affair, accosted him. At first the 
general was reticent and showed an evident anxiety 
to evade the interrogations hurled at him by the 
reporter, but finally he gave in and said, “‘Go ahead 
and I’ll see what you want.”’

owners than the legislature intended ;

A BLOODY TRAGEDY. 


An Old Fend Receives a Fatal Ending. 

A. bloody tragedy wus enacted yesterday near 
Powder Springs, a station on the Atlanta and Rome 
railroad, about twenty miles from this place. | 
- Near Powder Springs there are two families known 
as Mitchell and Cooper, betweén whom there is an 
'old feud of many years’ standing. The farms 
of the two men are adjacent to each other, but the 
houses are far apart, being on the opposite ends of 
the plantation. 

It appears from what information could be gath- 
ered from parties aeqnemnee’ with the affair that 
Cooper’s chickens had been in the habit of trespass- 
ing upon Mitehell’s ground. Yesterday morning 
Mitchell, accompanied by two of his nephews, 
went to one of his hields joining Cooper’s, where 
they found a lot of Cooper’s chickens playing havoe 
with hiscorn. The party at once made an effort to 
drive the chickens from the fields by stoning them. 
Cooper happened to see the assault upon his prop- 
erty and wentto their defense, The Mitchells then 
changed their plans and made an attack upon Coop- 
er, who was armed with a shot-gun. In the difficul- 
ty Cooper discharged both barrels of his gun at his 
adversaries. One shot killed the uncle dead, while 
the other inflicted a fatal wound upon one of the 
nephews causing death in a short time. While. 
Cooper used his gun the Mitchells fought with their 
knives and inflicted several wounds upon Cooper, 
which will probably prove fatal. 

The affair soon became public, and the wildest 
excitement was the result. Both the Mitchells and 
the Coopers are highly respected in the county 
in which they reside, and the sad affair is deeply 
deplored by all who know them.

Dr. Hawkins then said he woudl not 
make the examination just then, as Mathews’ Pleath 
was approaching, but that he would return the 
next morning and mak® a thorough examination, 
and if any wouAds were found they could then send 
for the physicians and coroner and have 
the inquestand investigation. The next morning 
ufter Mathews’ death Dr. Hawkins came to the Camp 
and stripped Mathews’s body, and with the helpof 
Mekinney, others being present, made an examina- 
tion of the body from head to foot. After the exam- 
ination Dr. Hawkins stated that there was no sense 
in sending for any physician or the coroner, as there 
were no bruises upon him or any marks of violence 
whatever, other than the whelks made by a light 
strap which discolored the skin, and that his death 
wus the result of heart disease and not the en Bp 

The doctor also told them that the exertion of the 
race made in his effort to escape, the excitement 
produced by being fired at, the arrest by the sheriff, 
the whipping and hearty meal aggravated his dis- 
ease, and that he died from heart disease and not 
from the whipping.”’ 

“This then, being the statements made to you by 
your son and Mr McKinney, you felt satisfied that 
the rumors were unjust and untrue?”’ 

“Yes. but while was satisfied as to 
correctness of their statements I was 
not satisfied as to my duty until 
[sxw Dr Hawkins myself. The doctor stated to me 
most positively his personal knowledge as to Math- 
ews's disease, and said that he had been treating 
him for heart disease ever since the camp had been 
established near Ball Ground, until the last two 
weeks, wheh he began working about the yard. He 
further corroborated every statement my son and 
Mr McKinney had made to me, and also said that be 
was the source of their intelligence upon the sub- 
ject, and that they would have sent for the coroner 
and physicans but for his statementto them and 
his agreement to give them his _ certifi- 
cate as to the cause of Mathews's death. 
When I asked him if he had given the certificate, he 
replied no, but that he was ready to do so at any 
time, and then and there gave me the certificate.”’ 

“So your informants satistied you of the incorrect- 
ness of the reports and you let the matterdrop.”’ 

“es. I was satistied, for Dr. Hawkins stands 
high as a gentleman and physician, in the ceuntry 
where he is known, and has done, and is 
yet doing a large practice. He could 
have no motive on earth to deceive me. 
McKinney's character as upright, honest, truthful, 
correct man, is unquestioned by those who know 
him in the pe ng 3 coo he prow ™ con mast 7 no me 
way responsible for Mathews’s death and could have 
had no snotive in deceiving me. His statements as DOWN IN DIXIE. 
to the examination of the body, in which he aided, 
were the same as Dr. Hawkins. For these reasons, 
which will appear abundant and sufficient, I was 
satisfied as to the causes of Mathews’s death and did 
not prosecute the investigation further.”’ 

‘Have you since changed your opinion?’ 

“T have not. I still believe that Mathews’s death 
was the result of heart disease. To believe other- 
wise would be to reflect upon Dr Hawkins and Mr 
McKinney, and to abuse and dowbt their honor as 
men. Further, I heard all the testimony at the in- 
quest and have examined all the witnesses I could 
tind who were present at the time of the bo gn g 
or Was supposed to know any fact connected with 
it. At my own expense I sent a considerable 
distance for one of the witnesses who was 
present when the whipping was done with 
the hope of having him before the grand jury, 
but he did not get there until the report of the 
grand jury had been made. I have given every as- 
sistance in my power to elicit every fact connected 
with the case in order that the truth may be 
known asit is,and 1 only ask of my friends that 
they withhold their judgment until this case can be 
fully investigated before an impartial court, where 
both sides are represented and where every witness 
must be confronted, which is the right of every cit- 
izen."’ 

“Do you know where Mr. Charley Phillips is?’’ 

“IT do. -IThave seen a postal card from his father, 
Dr James P Phillips, of Habersham county, to 
Judge Brown, stating that Charley was at home and 
that he would send him to Canton.

PROTECTION FOR CONVICTS. 

To whatever extent the details of the death 
of the unfortumate convict Mathews may be 
toned down by additional explanations, the 
affair cannot but be regarded as a most horri- 
ble exhibition of wanton and unjustifiable 
cruelty. Allits features are so exceptional 
that it is not necessary for the press to discuss 
or denounce it. It isa most unfortunate oc- 
currence, but, happily, it 
bring about reform in the right direction than 


will do more to 
all the clamors of the demayogues and all the 
arguments of the sentimentalists. It shows 
precisely where a reform in the system should 
begin. The convicts are to be protected from 
irresponsible men who are employed to guard 
them. The law, acting swiftly in this in- 
stance, has already taken this particular case 
out of the domain of discussion. 

The most important feature of the Hawes 
penitentiary bill is that section which pro- 
vides that the ordinary prison discipline 
which is one of the necessities of all punitive 
systems shall be administered by some re- 
sponsible person to be appointed at each camp 
by the lessees. Every breach of discipline is 
to be brought to the attention of this officer, 
and his judgments will necessarily be dispas- 
sionate. Any guard or other unauthorized 
person who shall strike or abuse a convict, 
will, under the Hawes bill, be sent to the pen- 
itentiary for‘ one year. This is sufficient to 
deter these who are inclined to be cruel or 
brutal, and thus the convicts, as well as the 
lessees, Will be protected. 

But the question arises, how would this law 
operate in regard to the convicts employed on 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad? 
These convicts were donated to the contract- 
ors of that road by the legislature, and, as we 
understand it, they are not under the control 
of the lessees. It may be that the legislature, 
in making this‘ donation, empowered 
the ,contractors to assume the authority 
as 6 well =; as the responsibility of 
the lessces. We have not-time just at this 
moment to investigate the matter. If there 
is any omission of this sort, it should be 
promptly remedied, so that these convicts 
may profit by the protection afforded by the 
new penitentiary bill which recently passed 
the senate, and which will undoubtedly pass 
the house if the reformers in that body are 
earnest in their professions.

The danger, and the only possible danger, to the 
public school system is that there will in time come 
a demand for a division of the public school fund, 
and that a portion of it be allotted to the support of 
sectarian schools. That danger is of necessity very 
remote. Itisfullyas remote as is the possibility 
that a majority of the people. of this country will 
become Koman Catholics. Occasionally there is 
some man weak enough to propose such a scheme, 
but it @ so extremely visionary as to be repudiated 
by all Catholic laymen. In fact, thereis a legal 
imp of any expenditure of any money raised 
»y taxation for any purpose in aid of any school or 
church, or for any sectarian purpose; and this pro- 
hibition, in addition to being an expression of uni- 
versal public sentiment, is recorded irrepealably in 
the constitution of every state in the union. 

The school system of the Roman Catholic church 
is evidently designed to so cducate the youth of that 
denomination in the faith of the church that they 
will when they grow up adhere toit. Itis designed 
to be preventive and preservative, and as a mere

Ve confess, indeed, that it would have 
been more in keeping with the place and your 
habits, if, over flagous of beer and wine, and 
over a pasty of tat English venison and a 
haunch of the best English roast beef, we had 
liscussed the lagt poem, or painting, or play 
acted at Drury Lane, or speech delivered in 
the house of commons, or in the house of 
lerds. We grant this—and yet we plead that 
we meant your very good health just as much 
as if we had drank ft over foaming mugs of 
the best English beer that ever was brewed, or 
glasses of the best Lrish whisky that ever was 
distilled—we will not say Scotch whisky—no, 
not even in the presence of Bosnell—for if 
memory fails not, we remember that the great 
English lexicographer noted Scotch whisky as 
much as he noted Scotch oat-mealsporridge. 

Dear old Samuel Johnson! with all your 
bluntness, I love and venerate your memory. 
As I walk the streets b&the London of to-day 
I cannot but wish thavA new “London” and 
a new “Vanity Fair’ could be writ- 
ten to satirize “its follies and its 
vices. { am =not sorry that I went 
tosee the “Cheshire Cheese tavern.’ The 
sight of the old room madeé impressions on my 
mind and awakened thoughts within me that 
may never be forgotten. No one, indeed, with 
any sensibility, or with any appreciatlon of 
the great and the good of other days, can look 
with indifference on the places they have fre- 
quented, I thought of what Dr. Johnson, in 
his ‘Tour to the Hebrides,”’ said when he be- 
held the ruins of Lona: ‘That man,” said he, 
“is little to be envied whose patriotism would 
not gain force on the plains of Marothan, or 
whose piety would not grow warmer anid the 
ruins of lona.”’ The old philosopher once 
advised Woodhouse to give days ea nights to 
Addison if he wished to be either a good 
writer, or, what is worth more, an honest man. 
There is no one who, having seen the ‘‘Chesh- 
ire Cheese tavern’ for the first time, has 
given days and nights to the works of the illus- 
trious men who used to frequent it that can 
come away from it without wishing at least to 
imitate whatinthem was good and to show 
what in them was bad. 

But the “Daniel Lambert” and the “Cheshire 
Cheese tavern” are not the only taverns 
known to fame which I have visited in Lon- 
doén. I must tell you about the “Temple 
Forum” and “‘Coger’s Hall of Discussion.”

It was 
not long before I heard that this was the 
question beforethe house: What steps ought 
to be taken by the American government 
to.find out and punish those who had ped 25 
the “infernal machines’ lately discovered in 
Liverpool, and what representations ought to 
be made by the English authorities to the 
authorities at Washington? How far the 
resident, who always opens the discussion, 
had proceeded with his speech, I cannot say. 
He was an elderly gentleman, of commanding 
appearance, of snowy locks, evidently master 
of his subject, and a skilled debater. As soon 
as he sat down, the question was open to the 
house. I tarried to heara numberof speeches, 
nearly all of which were good sentions. and 
to me intensely interesting. I wish I had 
space to report the debate, for it would, no 
doubt, interest you as it did me. The speak- 
ers were generally well informed—many 
manifestly highly educated—who had studied 
the subject and were thoroughly acquainted 
with all facts and precedents bearing upon it. 
At times the interest was nothing. What 
surprised me most was the outspoken manner 
of every speaker and the great latitude given 
to freedom of debate. The audience was a 
mixed one; the speakers representing every 
shade of opinion in church and state. The 
high Tuan and the dissenter were there; 
conservatives, liberals, radicals, and even the 
distinctively Irish party were represented. It 
was marvelous to me how, with such a 
subject, each speaker plainly showed 
to which political or religious party 
he belonged. For instance, one of the speak- 
ers Was an impetuous, hot-blooded Irishman, 
full of his country’s wrongs, and with defi- 
ance against all who failed to right them. 
More than once he stirred up the anger of his 
hearers, and aroused against him even those 
whé were on his side of the particular ques- 
tion before the house. The cross-fires, Sa te 
were sharp and numerous between. speakers 
on the same side. The Irishman regarded the 
Americans as friends of the Irish, and under 
his special protection. He considered . every- 
thing said about America’s connection with 
the “infernal machines’ as an attack on 
America, the friend of the Irish, which he 
was in honor bound to resent. It was amus- 
ing to hear the counter-charges which he 
brought against England for interfering in 
American affairs. He cited the case of the 
‘ Alabama’’—how, in time of our civil war, 
she had been fitted outin England to prey 
upon the commerce of the United States; and 


he taunted them with having been compelled 
to pay, by the Geneva award, for the damage 
to that commerce which the Alabama inflict- 
ed. A-scene of indescribable confusion at- 
tended the delivery of the speech. The pas- 
sions of many were aroused to the highest 
pitch. His speech was broken in upon by re- 
peated interruptions; all kinds of cries were 
loudly vociferated all over the house; every 
effort was made to intimidate him; the whole 
English vocabulary of contempt and abuse— 
than which there is scarcely any richer—was 
hurled against the daringly presumptuous 
Irishman. But none of these things moved 
this true son of Erin; undaunted, he stood his 
ground; defiant, he hurled back invective 
after invective. There was no power, accord- 
ing to the rules of the house, to stop his 


mouth or deprive him of his right to the floor. 
The president ruled with impartial justice and 
maintained the rights of the speaker. But 
perfectly consistent, as is here thought, with 
the freedom of debate, is the freedom to in- 
terrupt an obnoxious speaker by rising to | 
points of order, which, whether well taken or 
not, had always to be entertained and decided, | 
and by many other methods which ingenuity 
Now the attempt was made to 
drown his voice by noises; now to intimidate 
him by every expression of contempt. These | 
interruptions are unnoticed or winked at by | 
the president, unless the speaker is a young |

| man, ora novice, who needs and asks his pro- 


tection. If one is able to take care of himself, 
to stand by his right to the floor, and to answer | 
scorn with scorn, and taunt with taunt, and | 
defiance with defiance, the president leaves | 
him to take care of himself, and enjoys the | 
contest. At times, not only during the speech | 
of -the Irishman, but during several - eth- | 
ers, the outlook was alarming. More than 
onee it seemed that they would come to blows: 
that blood would be shed, LOSES broken, CY CS of 
bunged, and that the whole would end ina | 
universal row. Once during the Lrishman’s 
speech, @man was so unruly that some one 
moved, perhaps by COM passion forthe speaker, 
eried, “kick him out!” Thisarousedthe very 
demon in theunruly man. He strode into the | 
middle of the room, his eye-balls looking like 
coals of fire, with fists clenched, he dared the 
man who cried, “kick him out,”’ to show him- 
self. Now, surely, thought I, here is a fight, 
and what would be thought of me if I should 
be found in such a place? I wished many 
times | was out of it, but how to get out just 
then was the question. But there was no 
fight. The man was a coward. It was all 
bravado; nothing more. For, when the other 
showed himself, saying, ‘‘l am the man,’’ the 
coward slinked back to his seat and remain- 
ed for some time as gentle asalamb. I was 
reminded by this of ascene which Dr. Garvin, 
of Augusta, told me he once witnessed in 
Waynesboro. A man, in acourthouse melee, 
struck another a blow that felled him to the 
ground, A friend of the stricken man rushed 
into thering and dared the man who dealt 
the blow to fight him. Instantly the chal- 
lenger was confronted face to. face 
the man he had challenged. 
“I gave the blow, sir; and what have you to 
say against it?’ said the one. The other, 
measuring the gigantic proportions and huge, 
extended fists of his antagonist, and reading 
defiance in his eye, after some hesitation re- 
plied: ‘‘What—have—I—to say to it? Noth- 
ing but this, sir: You gave him. an awful 
lick.” 

1 was afraid, as I have said, that they would 
come to blows and blood the night I was at 
the ‘Temple Forum.’’ But nothing of the 
kind occurred; seldom, if ever, as I am told, 
do they occur. The trained speaker will 
maintain his ground against all interruptions 
and noises and insults; he expects them, and 
is, therefore, prepared for them; he has meted 
out the same things to others, and must not 
resent them when they are meted out to him- 
self; he will answer taunt for taunt; and, as 
no one can get the floor until he concludes his 
speech, and he voluntarily surrenders it, he 
commands intervals of comparative silence 
long enough for him to iclives himself of 
what he hastosay. Thescenes which 1 have 
described are of nightly occurrenee, the Sab- 
bath, 1 believe, alone excepted. 

I went to “Coger's’ in company with Dr. 
Edwards, the same night we saw the “Daniel 
Lambert’ and the “Cheshire Cheese 
tavern.” Wewent, from the latter to “Coger’s,” 
Ll confess that I was somewhat afraid 
to go to “Coger’s,’”’ from what Dr. Edwards 
told me he witnessed there a few nights be- 
fore. In writing about the ‘“Temple Forum,” 
[ said, seldom, if ever, do the discussions re- 
sultin bloodshed. An exception to this Dr. 
Edwards witnessed at ‘“‘Coger’s.." The discus- 
sion the night he was there did not break up 
in a general row, but several Rnock-downs and 
bunged eyes were one of its episodes. But 
these did not end the debate; it went on un- 
disturbed by the fight. The war of fists was 
silently going on in one end of the hall: the 
war of words in debate was kept up without 
intermission in the other. In the doctor's end 
of the hall the blows fell so thick and fast that 
he became alarmed; and, as he tells me, he 
hid under a table, expecting every moment 
pistol balls to be flying about his head. When 
ve afterwards told his fears to the proprietor, 
the proprietor smiling, answered that there 
was no possible danger of such a thing— that 
Englishmen when they fight use neither pis- 
tols, nor dirks, nor any other weapons except 
those which nature provides. He further said 
that the night Dr. Edwards was present, was 
the first time, during his proprietorship, 
the disputants had come to blows. i 
seems that though the debates are often 
unruly, they are never allowed to go beyond 
certain bounds.

‘“Coger’s’”’ and “Temple Forum” while I was 
there, was the cry raised, “put him ont!’’— 
often did the president threaten one disturb- 
ing the meeting that he would issue such a 
command; often did I see the waiters go up to 
a noisy man, ready to put him out the mo- 
ment the president gave the word for his ex- 
pulsion. But it was not resorted to while I 
was there; for when the waiters did this, the 
unruly one, coming to terms, would “dry up” 
for a time at least. 

The debate at “‘Coger’s’’ was even more in- 
teresting than the debate at the ‘Temple 
Forum.’ Mr. Bradlaugh, the atheist, sent 
to parliament fram Northampton, 
the evening before, been forcibly ejected from 
the parliament house. The question for de- 
bate was, ‘‘Wasthe ejection of Mr. Bradlaugh 
justifiable?” Several able and_ interesting 
speeches were made that would have done 
credit to many Taw-making assemblies. The 
whole question of the English constituencies 
and a number of former precedents came un- 
der review. The celebrated Wilkes case was 
frequently cited. Bradlaugh’s atheistic views, 
his private life, and especially his intimacy 
with Mrs. Besant, were discussed. Many 
strong, hard and bitter things were freely said 
on both sides. The excitement ran higher 
than at the ‘‘Temple Forum.”’ The things 
said against the private life of Bradlaugh 
were indignantly resented by some and vehe- 
mently approved by others. The sanctity of 
the oath required by parliament, the blessings 
to England from the worship of. Almighty 
God, and the recognition of His being and au- 
thority by the high court of the nation, and 
the danger from atheism to civil and religious 
liberties founded upon the Bible and the 
God of the Bible—all these were 
urged with great power and 
address, by speakers who sustained the action 
of the house of commons. The right to free 
speech, the .rights of the constituencies to 
choose their own representatives, the dangers 
of a religious test; Runymede, magna charta, 
the bill of rights, the liberties of the people, 
the intolerance of religionists, and (by some) 
the advanced thought of the age, the weak- 
ness of the arguments for a revolution which 
modern scientific discoveries haye exposed, 
the superiority of the speculative philosophy 
over the teachings of the clergy, all these 
were urged by Mr. Bradlaugh’s supporters 
with equal. vehemence and ability. And 
thus the debate went on, but interrupted by 
noises of all kinds. How the discussions 
ended, either at ‘Coger’s” or at the ‘‘Temple 
Forum,’’ I cannot say, for I left beth long be- 
fore the discussions were over. The debates 
are usually protracted into the small hours of 
the morning. 

The scenes which I 
inay be well to see 
have an insight into a 
portant part of English life. ‘‘Coger’s’”’ 
and the ‘Temple Forum” for two hundred 
years or more have been institutions in Eng- 
land. Inthe United States—in our part at 
least—we have nothing comparable; and it is 
far better forus that we have not. Por they 
rest upon, and are sustained by, a habit most 
corrupting in its Influence—the habit of 
spending the evenings, nearly the whole 
night, away from home over wine and strong 
drink. ‘“‘Close the saloons” and such discus- 
sions as those at ‘‘Cogers’’ and the ‘*Temple 
Forum’ will never take place. If there be 
discussions, they will be conducted with mod- 
ération; the whole night will not be spent in

1 was told that the cele- 
brated Irish agitator, Mr. Daniel O'Connell, 
and Mr. O’Connor, a prominent Lrish leader 
in the present house of commons, won their 
knightly spurs in wordy contests at Coger’s.

A SERIOUS AFFRAY. 


In Which a Negro Geta Badly Cut Up. 

About 1 o'clock yesterday a serious cutting affray 
occurred on Mitchell street, near Pryor, in which 
Dan Thompson, a negro man, was severely knifed 
by Mr John Dcdd, a son of Mr Green Dodd, of this 
city. 

Several days ago Mr Dodd was superintending the 
loading of some drays at the store of P 
& G T Dodd, on Alabama street. The boxes 
were piled on the pavement, when Thompson 
happened to pass along, and without any provoca- 
tion, began abusing the porter for obstructing the 
sidewalk, as he expressed it. . To the remarks of 
Thompson Mr. Dodd replied by saying that the 


negro porter was not to blame and that the pave- 
ment would soon be cleared. This caused Thomp- 
son to turn his attention to Mr, Dodd, whom he 
abused terribly. For some time Mr. Dodd paid no 
attention to the negro's abuse, but finally his lan- 
guage becwme so foul and insulting that he was 
compelled to knock Thompson down, which he 
did witha stone. As soon as Thompson recovered 
from the blow, he rushed at Mr Dodd, who again 
threatened to strike him, thereby preventing a 
further trouble. Thompson then left, and nothing 
‘more was thought of the occurrence until yesterday 
about one o'clock, when the difficulty was renewer 

by Thompson. 

Mr Dodd was going to his home on Mitchell 
street, and when near the corner of Pryor and 
Mitchell met Thompson. This was the first time that 
the two had seen each other since the difficulty 
at the store, and as Mr. Dodd had heard of threats 
Thompson had made against him, he was naturally 
shy, and attempted to pass him without speaking.
